“This night, at twolve o'clock, the last_shots will be 
exchanged betweon our troops and the French, and I 
have conceded to the Frerch the honour of tho last 
shots.’ 

“ Forckenbeck and his collvagues left their host before 
midnight, drew out their watches, stood underneath a 
lantern of the Hotel du Reservoir, and waited. First 
thero was a cannon shot from the German troops; then 
n solemn stillness.

The tower clock at Versailles struck 
twelve; tho French war had onded.”

AurHoveH sports, such as bowls, quoits, ninepins, 
archery, shuffleboard, etc., were allowed by James I. on 
_ Sunday after divine ecrgice in 1617, they seem to have 

been indulged in at thetime of the Puritans; but.among 
the amusements disliked by sober-minded people were 
bull and bear baiting, and shese cruel sports were often 
scenes of riot and violent disorder. 

In 1590 two of the Horners forcibly took a bear from 
the bear-keeper at Taunton on a Saturday at midnight, 
and “did, by the space of three hours, with dogges and 
other devices, and whipps and wheglharrowa, bayt the 
seid beare, and did net: tye the beete, but in this 
manner ba him lose.” 

Bulls were actually baited within the precincts of 
Wells Cathedral on Sunday, and the sport was enforced

by law, for it was considered that it made the Sesh. napre 
wholesome. Accordingly we find that in 1612 a butcher 


of Wells was summoned before the city magistrates for 
having slaughtered .a bull “not first bayted,” and 
puni accordingly. 

While James I. by the Act mentioned, in 1617, pro- 
hibited bull and bear baiting on Sundays, he insisted 
that the people should carry on their sports after morn- 
ing prayer, and this in the very year that Episcopacy 
was established in Scotland by his order. 

But the question of Sunday sports came to a crisis in 
the diocese of Bath and Wells on the attempt to put 
down “wakes” and “ales.” The “wakes” were parish feasts 
originally held on the dedication day of the churoh. 
They had, however, come to be held on Sundays; and 
the church “ales,” forbidden by the commissioner of 
Edward VI. in 1551, had been reviv-4.

The thirst thus induced causes the 
most maddening agonies, and it is most invariably found 
that when the prisoner is brought before the examining 
commission he is ready to give all the information 
required of him. 

In the past century itis estimated that over 19,000,000 
persons have been killed in the wars of civilised countries, 
and 1,200,000,000 during the last thirty centuries. 
Flammarion, the astronomer, makes some curious calcu- 
lations which serve to illustrate the horrors of war. The 
blood of the victims would amount to 18,000,000 cubic 
metres. This quantity of blood weighs 18,900,000,000 
kilogrammes. It is an unfailing stream, which every 
hour since history began has ranean poured 680 
litres of blood to dye the royal purple worn by the 
occupants of imperial thrones. If the 1,200,000,000 
skeletons should rise and climb one upon another the 
ladder thus formed would reach the moon, coil about that 
body, and, continuing onward, would mount into infinite 
space four times as far again.

Yes, it is very dangerous 
indeod, especially with the cheaper sorts of silk, as 
they are soaked in acetate of lead to increase their 
weight, and several cases of lead-poisoning have 
resulted from this deadly salt getting upon the tongue. 


E. T. writes to ask whether there is any good and safe 
way of beginning to provide for children of ten years 
of age so that when tho children begin to earn for 
themselves they can continue the payments on their 
own account, and so have a good start.- —-————— 
The best way to do this would be through such an 
insurance society as the Prudential, but the payments 
could not, I believe, be commenced until ths age of 
sixteen. Thus, for instance, suppose it is desired so 
to provide that on reaching the age of forty-six a 
saving of £100 shall have been effected. This could 
be done by paying 16s. 11d. a quarter from the age of 
sixteen; 120 of these payments would ensure the pay- 
ment of £100, plus a very considerable profit, and, 
moreover, in the event of death happening at any time 
before the ago of forty-six, the £100 and profits would 
be paid over to the next heir of the person insured. 
This appeara to me to be a much better plan than 
saving up in a bank, because the money is always 
being used to advantage by a very successful business 
concern, and in the Jong run the investor gets tho 
lion's share of the profits.
